Farm cash income in the first 
four m onths of this y ear has 
am ounted 
to 
$2,59 1,000,000, 
a 
g ain of $541,000,000 over the 
same 1936 period. 
Governm ent economists said 
Income in the rem aining six 
m onths of 1937 should continue 
to ex ceed last y ear, w ith the 12- 
m onth total approaching $9 ,000.- 
000,000. This would surpass the 
$7 ,8 65,000,000 
total 
last 
y ear, 
hig hest since the depression. The 
1929 peak was $10,47 9 ,000,000. 
P art of last y ear’s income g ain 
came from forced early m arket­ 
ing of livestock when th ^ droug ht 
reduced feed supplies and sent 
prices up. The economists said 
sm aller m arketing s of cattle and 
pig s the rest of this y ear would 
be offset by hig her prices. 
President 
Roosevelt 
already 
has sig ned an act which ex pand­ 
ed the scope of federal m arket­ 
ing plans for farm products. Ag ­ 
riculture 
departm ent 
officials 
said these should increase in­ 
come of m any farm ers. 
The house and senate have as­ 
sured farm ers th a t federal bene­ 
fit pay m ents under the soil con­ 
servation act will continue, w ith 
a t least $440,000,000 available. 
AAA officials said pay m ents dur­ 
ing 1937 will reach between $400,- 
000,000 and $500,000,000. 
Some farm spokesmen have 
ex pressed disappointm ent th a t 
cong ressional leaders have de­ 
ferred until 19 38 broad leg isla­ 
tion 
to 
stabilize 
ag ricultural 
prices. 
Edward A. O’Neal, president of 
the Am erican Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration and leader in dem ands 
for the m easure, said farm ers 
“have just beg un to fig ht” for its 
enactm ent this y ear.

Secretary W allace said federal 
tenancy and crop insurance m ea­ 
sures appeared assured of ap ­ 
proval a t this session.

DISCOVER THAT NERVES 


IRE WORST ENEMY 


W ashing ton, D. C. (JP) — An 
a rt as old as the py ram ids but 
still heavily veiled in m y stery is 
destined to play a vital p art in 
the nex t g reat war. 
It is cry ptog raphy — the pre­ 
paring and solving of secret 
codes. 
B attle field operations during 
a war take place interm ittently 
but the battle of wits between 
cry ptog raphers g oes on continu­ 
ously , say s the 45-y ear-old prin­ 
cipal cry ptanaly st of the war de­ 
partm ent, Lieut. Col. William F. 
Friedm an. 
Even in peace, the utm ost se­ 
crecy is m aintained. 
Visitors are barred from the 
rooms in the sq uat m unitions 
building where the work is ac­ 
tually done. 
And the size of 
Friedm an’s staff is kept secret. 
To Friedm an, who has the m e­ 
ticulous m ind of the scholar but 
is not pedantic, there is more 
perspiration th an m y stery in his 
job. 
Several have had to abandon 
the work, he say s, because of 
their inability to g et it off their 
minds and relax in off hours. He 
him self was on the verg e of ner­ 
vous ex haustion for four or five 
y ears and has to be careful now. 
He play s g olf for a let-down, does 
considerable 
outside 
reading , 
particularly of history . His spe­ 
cial hobby is try ing to decipher 
heirog ly phics 
of 
the 
ancient 
M ay an civilization. 
P lant breeding seems a strang e 
introduction to secret code work 
but th a t is how Friedm an g ot 
into it. 
He set up a plant breeding lab­ 
oratory on the estate of the late 
Col. Georg e Faby an, near Chica­ 
g o, after g raduating from Cor­ 
nell in 1915. 
Faby an, convinced th a t F ran­ 
cis 
Bacon 
had 
w ritten 
the 
Shakespearian works, had as­ 
sembled a staff to study the 
Shakespeare-Bacon ciphers, be­ 
lieved by some to prove Bacon’s 
authorship. 
Friedm an became interested. 
In 1916 he turned his attention 
to m ilitary and diplom atic codes 
a t the sug g estion of Faby an, who 
anticipated we would be drawn 
into the war. 
Soon the g overnm ent, which 
had no ag encies prepared to do 
the work, beg an sending Fried­ 
m an cry ptog ram s for decipher­ 
ing . Nex t thing he knew, he was 
a first lieutenant in m ilitary in­ 
tellig ence, translating G erm an 
field codes on the w estern front. 
At the peak of its operations in 
France, the U. S. sig nal corps 
sent 47 ,500 teleg ram s, averag ing

' Fro m Bein g A Mu rd er Victim 


W ashing ton OP) — If y ou don’t 
w ant to be m urdered — 
1. Keep out of q uarrels. 
2. Never be the 
third 
person in a m arital tri­ 
ang le. 
If every body followed th a t ad­ 
vice. more th an half the 300,000 
Americans now doomed to be 
m urdered m ig ht escape. 
The sug g estions result from' a 
special study of m urder causes 
— m ade for the Associated Press 
feature service by g overnm ent 
ex perts on crime statistics. 
The m arked-for-m urder fig ure 
comes from the federal bureau 
of investig ation. 
Chief G-M an 
J. Edg ar Hoover bases the fore­ 
cast upon the continuation for 
the nex t 30 y ears of the present 
homicide rate — 10,000 to 10,500 
a y ear. T hat m eans, on the av­ 
erag e, a m urder every 45 m in­ 
utes somewhere in the United 
States. 
M urder records indicate th a t 
31.9 per cent — or about 9 5,7 00 — 
of# the “m arked” citizens will be 
slain as the result of an alter­ 
cation of some kind. 
The nex t larg est g roup of the 
doomed — 25.3 per cent, or 7 5,9 00 
persons — will be slain because 
of m arital and domestic trouble, 
sex jealousy and passion. 
A nother caution — w atch y our 
step these hot day s. 
Records 
show th a t the homicide rate 
runs hig her in summer. Nerve- 
rasping h eat is the only obvious 
reason. 
Since more th an 60 per cent of 
m urdered Americans are killed 
with firearm s of various kinds, 
perhaps the toll could be reduced 
if bullet-proof vests became the 
fashion: Or if laws ag ainst the 
sale of firearm s to any but po­ 
lice officers and the m ilitary 
were enacted — and enforced. 


Police say it wouldn’t do any 
g ood if citizens g enerally took 
to carry ing weapons for protec­ 
tion. T h at would result only in 
the killing of a larg er num ber of 
innocent persons. 
Of course, m ost folks who g et 
mix ed up in q uarrels and trian^ 
g les won’t be m urdered. I t’s im ­ 
portant, * therefore, 
th a t 
the 
“safety first” fellow" be able to 
spot a m urderer or potential 
m urderer. The trouble is, say the 
crime ex perts, th a t 9 9 tim es out 
of 100 he can’t do it. 
First, the m urderer has no 
characteristic phy siog nomy . 
“M any a law-abiding , g entle- 
natured citizen has a more sin­ 
ister ‘m ug ’ th an the late ‘Baby - 
Face’ Nelson,” say s a veteran G- 
man. Nelson, a mem ber of the 
pilling er g ang , killed three G- 
men and sundry other citizens 
before the federal ag ents filled 
him w ith lead. 
Second, the m urderer rarely 
g ives any w arning . 
You don’t 
suspect him because usually he 
doesn’t have a crim inal record. 
(Only 17 per cent of the persons 
arrested for m urder had previ­ 
ous crim inal records, according 
to the bureau of investig ation, as 
com pared w ith 36 per cent in 
robbery arrests.) 
As for the rest of the 300,000 
m urders, 34,200 will result from 
persons com m itting a felony ; 
30,600 from reveng e or a g riev­ 
ance; 
13,800 in fig hts among 
crim inals and 49 ,8 00 will be in 
the “m iscellaneous” class, which 
includes unknown causes. 
There is one tiny brig ht spot 
in the picture. 
The homicide 
rate, which climbed from 2.1 per 
100,000 population in 1900 to a 
peak of 9 .6 in 19 33, declined to 
8.3 in 1935. T hat is the last y ear 
for which complete g overnm ent 
fig ures are available. 


60 words each, in one day . Most 
of those sent in the com bat area 
were in secret code. 
Cipher key s and codes were 
chang ed every two or three day s. 
In future wars, say s Friedm an, 
there will be a m ultiplicity of 
complex cry ptog ram s transm it­ 
ted by teleg raph, telephone, ra ­ 
dioteleg raph and radiotelephone. 
He cites H indenburg ’s sm ash­ 
ing victories over the Russian a r­ 
mies at the battle of T annen- 
burg as a striking illustration 
of the need for secrecy . 
Russian messag es sent by radio 


in an antiq uated code were eas­ 
ily interpreted by the G erm an 
ex perts w ith the result thatf Hin- 
denburg knew ex actly w hat the 
Russian forces were g oing to do. 
Knowledg e of how to prepare 
cry ptog ram s of sound m erit is 
scant, according to Friedm an, 
while knowledg e of how to solve 
them is possessed only by a sm all 
circle of professional g overnm ent 
cry ptog raphers. 
Cry ptog raphy has its peace­ 
tim e uses, too. A few y ears ag o 
Friedm an foiled a prison break 
in a m idwestern penitentiary by 
it Starts Monday Midnight 
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deciphering the prisoners’ plan. 
It had been found in code on the 
m other of one of them as she 
was leaving the prison after a 
visit.

Friedrjchshafen, G e r m a n y , 
June 19 (JP) — The G raf zeppelin, 
sister ship of the ill-fated H in- 
denburg , 
has 
m ade 
her 
last 
flig ht. 
A fter eig ht y ears of continu­ 
ous service, she flew to the h ang ­ 
ar at F rankfort last nig ht to be 
deflated. She is not suited for 
helium, the g as which the g ov­ 
ernm ent plans to use in dirig ibles 
in the futdre. 
(After tke destruction of the 
H indenburg at Lakehurst, N. J., 
the G erm an g overnm ent decided 
to discontinue use of hy drog en 
g as in dirig ibles if helium can 
be obtained from the United 
States, w hich has a virtual mo­ 
nopoly on th a t non-inflam m able 
g as.) 
The G raf had made 590 flig hts 
since being placed in operation 
in 
19 28 , including 
143 
tra ns­ 
ocean journey s, mostly over the 
South Atlantic. 
The big ship will be open for 
inspection by visitors a t F rank­ 
fort for a tim e and then she will 
be junked.

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COMMUNIST WAR ON CHURCH 
“Are the 55,000,000 chu rch mem bers and the 
22,000,000 Su nd ay School scholars in the United 
States of America going to perm it the atheistic 
com m u nist to triu m ph and abolish in wholi or in 
pa rt all religiou s impu lse in this cou ntry ,” asks 
Dr. R. J. C. Dorsey , w riting in the cu rrent issu e 
of the N ational Repu blic, “Are congregations to 
continu e to listen to those of the clergy whose 
effort to mod ernize religion cau ses them to 
d eliv er serm ons ad v ocating the philosophy of 
com m u nism ? In other word s, are the people go­ 
ing to wreck their chu rch and inv olv e their 
cou ntry in a sequ ence of ev ents too horrible to 
d well u pon? 
“The resu lts of su ch a policy present a m aterial 
as well as a spiritu al aspect. The comm u nist, 
asid e from a slight psy chological reaction of 
pleasu re, wou ld hav e little or no interest in the 
spiritu al d em oralization which wou ld ensu e if all 
form s of religion were abolished . The commu nist, 
howev er, is m aterially interested and u nd ou bted ­ 
ly knows tha t in the United States of America 
there are ov er 210,000 chu rch ed ifices, tha t m any 
of these are costly stru ctu res and ad v antageou sly 
located . He fu rther knows tha t they represent a 
property v alu e of ov er $4,000,000,000. He is also 
fu lly aw are tha t some of the clergy and part of 
their flocks are qu ite gu llible and tha t a su ggest­ 
ed d istribu tion of the w ealth of others appeals to 
their cu pid ity . Of cou rse the com m u nist d oes not 
tell these good people it wou ld be the w ealth of 
themselv es and their chu rch tha t wou ld go in the 
general grab. The com m u nistic clergy m an also 
loses sight of the fact tha t his pu lpit wou ld be­ 
come v acant and tha t no d em and wou ld ex ist for 
his serv ices and tha t he wou ld hav e to seek 
another ty pe of occu pation. 
“The rather smu g attitu d e of this ty pe of 
religiou s obstru ctionist feels secu re in the protec­ 
tion giv en by the first am end m ent to the fed eral 
C onstitu tion and points ou t tha t Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establishm ent of 
religion or prohibiting a free ex ercise thereof. On 
the other hand he fails to prov id e for the situ a­ 
tion shou ld the Constitu tion be rend ered w orth­ 
le s s throu gh his teaching and the first am end ­ 
m ent become m eaningless. We are liv ing in ab­ 
norm al times and cond itions hav e not been mad e 
better by the com m u nistic political, economic 
d octrines which perm eate some of ou r laws, or 
the principles of im m orality which seem to hav e 
taken posession of some of ou r people. Ou r fed eral 
C onstitu tion is fu nd am entally 'threatened by ov er 
100 proposed am end m ents thereto and ou r United 
States Su preme Cou rt is threatened w ith partial 
or complete annihilation becau se it pointed ou t 
legal errors to the legislativ e and ex ecu tiv e d e­ 
partm ents. In the face of these ev ents, w hat will 
happen to the chu rch as a whole? W here the 
clergy d esert the people, they m u st engage others 
who will not betray their tru st.” 


TRAILING TRAILERS 
Trav elers in au to trailers m ay lose some of 
their present gy psy mod e of life if any thing 
comes of the pom t raised a t the recent annu al 
conv ention of the Association of M aster Plu m b­ 
ers a t A tlantic City . Su ggestion was offered tha t 
trailers be classed as hou ses, as su ch, su bject to 
restrictions of m od ern sanitation in d isposition 
of waste prod u cts. Disposition was d eferred be­ 
cau se of m any conflicting opinions. 
“I t stu m ps m e,” ad m itted A. R. McGonegal, 
chief plu m bing inspector, D istrict of Colu mbia, 
chairm an of the conv ention. Wisconsin, he said , 
was consid ering a law requ iring trailers to park 
a t approv ed cam ps where m od ern sanitary faci­ 
lities were av ailable. 
W ebster d efines a hou se as “a stru ctu re intend ­ 
ed for hu m an habitation especially a hu m an 
habitation which is fix ed in place and is intend ed 
for the priv ate occu pation of a family or fam i­ 
lies.” 
T ha t’s ju st w hat trailers probably are seek­ 
ing to escape — family oî fam ilies—in-law s and 
week-end v isitors. The essence of a trailer is to 
perm it two a gy psy life, going w hither the spirit 
and gasoline mpv e them . Wou ld it not be killing 
the v ery spirit to ru le habitations of trailerites 
are hou ses w ithin the m eaning of the plu m bing 
law? 
W ebster goes on to say : “Tem porary , mov able 
or im perm anent d wellings are commonly called 
by special nam es, as lod ge, tepee, wigwam, wik- 
iu p or y u rt.” 
W hat v isions d o those nam es engend er? The 
poet in his v ast wild erness m ay call his trailer 
a lod ge; others who wish to go nativ e Ind ian 
may choose from wigwam, tepee or wikiu p. B u t 
for real wild ness, and back-to-natu re mood s the 
y u rt of the Siberian T artar offers ev ery thing. 
So, ho for the trailer-y u rt! Away w ith the 
plu mber! 


INEXCUSABLE EXEMPTION 
As a resu lt of a scientific stu d y of all forms 
of pu blic em ploy m ent in the United States, it 
d ev elops tha t there is an aggregate pay roll of 
more than fiv e billion d ollars which is ex em pt 
from shou ld ering any im portant share of the 
nation’s fiscal bu rd en. 
Representativ e Cochran ind icates tha t there 
are more than 3,500,000 otherwise eligible persons 
who are not requ ired to pay a cent of Fed eral 
income tax . 
In its cu rrent attem pt to establish a more 
“equ itable” tax base, Congress plainly shou ld 
d ev ote some attention to this m atter. It is d e­ 
cid ed ly u nfair to the rank and file of workers in 
priv ate ind u stry for this large grou p of citizens 
to escape pay ing their reasonable share of fiscal 
obligations. 
Pu blic employ ees, as citizens, benefit by all the 
Fed eral serv ices. It is only rational to ex pect, 
therefore, tha t they shall help foot the bills.

Washington, June 19 (JP) — 
The senate’s economy bloc en­ 
deavored through private ne­ 
gotiations today to win approval 
for their proposal to give states 
and cities a greater share of the 
federal relief burden.

FASCIST HANDS,

(F ro m Pa ge On e) 
through 
Bilbao’s 
cement and 
steel defense belt. 
I can see a part of all this hor­ 
ror from the 
Begona 
church 


where the city’s center begins. 
No insurgent soldiers are be­ 
tween here and the last Astur­ 
ians who have barricaded them­ 
selves in the barracks in 
the 
northwest industrial section. 
Actually I am so close that 
two government soldiers came up 
to the church with arms up­ 
raised, one surrendering a long 
.38 pistol and the other an auto­ 
matic to Captan Aguilera, the 
press officer accompanying me. 
To us came other groups strag­ 
gling up the long stairs to the 
church waving white handker­ 
chiefs, 
dirty-faced, 
bedraggled 
and weeping, embracing one an­ 
other with relief for having es­ 
caped the terrors of the Basque 
capital, once one of the world’s 
most beautiful cities. 
All crowded around, piecing 
together their story and pausing 
only to shout down to others not 
to climb the stairs because they 
had been mined by the Basques. 
What is left of a long string of 
wooden buildings below to our 
left, 
containing 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of ‘rounds of muni­ 
tions and hand grenades, 
is 
burning briskly with a steady 
ratttle of exploding cartridges 
and the dull crash of the gren­ 
ades. 
Toward the right side of the 
city, smoke is rising from the 
University of Commerce, dyna­ 
mited just before we 
reached 
the church. 
On the winding road here we 
found the body of a farmer who, 
women nearby said tearfully, had 
been killed by the Basques be­ 
cause they supected»he might be 
a spy. 
Outwardly the rest of the city 
ahead is deathly calm, a picture 
of desolation.

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with the blood of wounded he 
treated before he fled. His poc­ 
kets were still packed with bot­ 
tles of iodine and gauze dres­ 
sings. 
The normal Bilbao population 
of almost 200,000 was increased 
by another 100,000 refugees who 
are crowding underground. The 
only water available, the women 
said, was the drippings from the 
damp roofs along the 
railway 
tunnels running under the city. 
Even the black bread is as hard 
as granite and as unnuorishing 
as 
Germay’s 
wartime 
potato 
bread, they declared. 
“Nada! 
Nada!” 
(Nothing! 
Nothing!) The women chattered 
hysterically. 
“In the streets there are many 
bodies of soldiers who died of 
lack of care: They are dying like 
flies, in the hospitals,” said the 
first aid man, his face gaunt and 
black with a- week’s beard.
